of his

Judge Jones cites the act of the 
legislature in 1908 which expressly 
prohibits oil companies with pipe­ 
line departments taking such leases. 
He explains that in 1915 the leg­ 
islature passed another act which 
said the school land board should 
not reject bids for any reason ex­ 
cept those outlined in “ this act” 
and the act did not prohibit such 
purchases. 
“The contention of 
these com­ 
panies has been that the act of 
1915 by inference repealed the act 
of 
1908,” 
Judge 
Jones 
said,

did, and 
if 
it 
repealed any of the acts it was only 
that portion which referred to the 
sale of school land. 
Eight Companies Affected. 
The following companies may be 
affected by the decision; Prarie Oil

corporation. 
“None of these companies even 
contend that their pipe-line com­ 
panies are anything except the pro­ 
perty of the oil companies,“ Judge 
Jones said.

HOW THE HOSPITAL BILL DIED. 
Tile Soldiers Hospital bill was introduced simultaneously 
in both houses of the Oklahoma legislature, January 6. This 
was the third day of the session. 
Originally the bill carried 
an appropriation of $2,000,000. 
This was when the support­ 
ers of the bill believed that the Federal government would 
take over the hospital and pay tor it in ten years. 
Later on when it was learned that the Federal govern­ 
ment would do nothing the friends of the bill asked for a 
hospital to be erected and operated by the state. At that 
time the bill was changed in committee in both houses to 
carry an appropriation of $800,000. 
This bill was killed 
by positive vote in the House of representatives early in 
February. 
The friends of the bill then turned to the senate 
for aid. 
v 
The Senate passed the bill February 14 by a vote ot 
thirty-three to four. The Senate bill was sent to the House 
and there read the first time on February 16. It was read 
the second time February 18 and on that day referred to 
the committee on soldiers relief. 
The House reduced the appropriation from $800,000 to 
$500,000 and passed the bill with only two dissenting \otes 
on April 2, just forty-five days after the bill reached the 
House. 
It was then sent to the Senate “as amended.” 
When the bill reached the Senate that body refused to 
accept the House amendment and asked for a conference. 
This conference was granted. 
It was now late in the eve­ 
ning of April 2. the day on*which the House adjourned. 
The conference committees met at 11.30 o clock on the 
evening of April 2. The House conferees were Salter of 
Cherokee, Smith of Fairview, and Gibbon of Purcell. 
The 
Senate conferees were Looney of Hollis, Johnson of \\ alters, 
and Harrison of Ada. 
Forty-seven minutes after the conference met a senate 
page entered the committee room and announced that the 
House of Representatives had adjourned sine die. Thereupon 
the conference broke up. 
This is the history of the Soldiers Hospital Bill in the 
Eighth Legislature. 
The original copy of the bill, marked 
with dates as set out above, is now in the office of the 
Evening News.
